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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments and the 1.132 declaration filed September 19, 2007 have been 
fully considered, but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments and the declaration assert that the combination does not teach 
how to achieve an identifiable structure in a solid freeform fabricated tooth using only the 
methods of solid freeform fabrication combined with inkjet printing. Further, it is asserted that 
such a determination demands an expertise that routine experimentation would not be able to 
achieve. 

The examiner submits that the evidence of record does not appear to support such a 
conclusion. The examiner notes that Van der Zel discloses methods of using solid freeform 
fabrication with inkjet printing in a manner that allows for point by point control of the pigment/ink 
composition to produce metal-ceramic tooth crowns with varying degrees of color, translucence 
and differing microstructures within the tooth. The examiner submits that the level of routine 
skill in the art, as evidenced by Van der Zel, suggests the ability to employ various different 
materials, as desired, to achieved desired results (e.g. internal microstructure and color) through 
employment of a method of solid freeform fabrication combined with inkjet printing. 

Further, the examiner notes that the instant specification does not appear to suggest 
anything other than employment of conventional inkjet printing equipment in a conventional 
manner. There is no suggestion in the specification that special expertise is required to perform 
the claimed steps. The examiner notes that the apparent "how" that is argued to be missing in 
the cited prior art also appears to be missing in the instant specification. 

Accordingly, the examiner concludes that the "how" of providing an identifiable structure 
within the tooth of Van der Zel through the use of solid freeform fabrication combined with inkjet 
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printing would only require routine experimentation. As Jagmin provides a suggestion and 
motivation for Van der Zel to add such functionality to their artificial tooth's microstructure and 
color, the examiner concludes that a prima facie case has been properly set forth.
